Here the Lord in the Light put meto 
aftand, and fet me fpiritually to commune with my own Heare 
ina weighty Senfe of my own Condition, and then in che Light 
Ifaw, That we were allignorant of the One Bapti(m and One Faith, 
well as of the One Lord and one Body, into which that Bapti(m gives 
ae enterance. Ictistrue, we were dipped in Water in Hope of 
Life and Peace, and cali’d Brothers and Sifers by Water- dipping ; 


but that Formality [atisfied net the Cry of my Seul, which was dtill 


in me after fpiritual Knowledge and Acquaintance with the 
Lord; which by the Light fhining in my Heart I faw was not 
to be had in carnal Water, notwithftanding Men do fo'muck 
quote Adat.28. for Water-dipping, unto which in the Bapesfs 


Looking. Glafs have {poken fully in pag. 12,13. unto whichI - 


referthe Reader. But to return, Then I became very much 
diffatisfied, and conftrain’d to forfake thofe things & Peoplein 
their Obfer vations,and that for good Con(cience /ake,which lonce 
_ practiced, while the Vail was over my Heart,in a Day of 5 
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Reproach,& here I was willing to forget thofe thingsthat were 


‘ behind in the Death, and prefs torward after Life,which they in 
their dayes were Shaddows of, and that is all they ever were; 
but now there is but one Lord,one Faith and ene Baptifm.” At chat 

time one of the Preachers asked me (when feparated) Why 
would not walkwith them? My Anfwer was, Becau/e neither they 
nor I was in the Go(pel-Faith , andthatif ever I foould know it, that 
would be as plain tome as I (aw the Door with my Natural Eye. And 
now hath the Lord fealed chat Faith untome inthe Light, by 
whieh I thenfaw my felf outof it, everlafting Praifes be unto 
his Name forever: Then my Life became as it werealone, and 
like a Wanderer fecking Reft, for the Cry continued, and the 
Witnefs attended, but I knew it mot to bethe Gift of God's 
Grace, and that che Reproof of Inftruttion given by it was the Way 
to Life, and fo took little Warning by it more then tolivea 
kind of a defolate Life for want of Peace of Confeience with the Lerd , 
and in this State would I Weepand Cry in fecret for want of 
‘true Bread to give Life to my Soul, which layin Deaths yet 
would I nétretarn again to thofeempty Shaddows, though im- 
portuned thereunto ; but the Father's How/e I fought, where 
there was Bread enough, without which I fhould have perifhe 
forever, yet for all thisthe Spirit of the World prevailed, car-
